properly, 

In crime prevention, state police 
officers supplemented the Depart- 
ment’s public information pro- 
gram by speaking to civic groups, 
disseminating crime prevention 
material and displaying exhibits, 
The program demonstrated the 
state police’s primary role, as well 
as its supporting role (i. @., to lo- 
cal police agencies), in crime pre- 
vention and prosecution. 

According to Weeks, the Maine

The second session of the 109th 
Legislature opened this week with 
a total of 86 bills accepted by top 
lawmakers, The governor and the 
state government departments have 
submitted about 85 bills, This, com- 
bined with late submissions, should 
bring the total up to around 200; 
less than half the number consid- 
ered in the 50-day session two 
years ago, 

The Maine Legislature meets for 
100 days in years following elec- 
tions and holds 50-day sessions in 
election years, like 1980, which 
are supposed to be limited to'“em- 
ergency” matters, Out of nearly 
400 bills submitted by legislators, 
the combined leadership of both 
houses considered only about 84 
to be emergency measures, Most 
energy related bills requested by 
legislators were held pending Gov, 
Brennan's presentation of his en- 
ergy package. * 

As the session opens it appears 
that the most difficult decisions 
facing lawmakers will be those of 
appropriations. Anticipated deficits 
in departments such as Highway 
and Fish and Game have left the 
state with “encumbrances” exceed- 
ing funds available by about $16 
million. 

Governor's Address 

Governor Joseph E. Brennan 
welcomed legislators back to Aug- 
usta this week with “warm greet- 
ings for a new year of public ser- 
vice, personal achievement and 
happiness”, He went on to state 
that “the challenge of the 80's are 
those of creating a new and bet- 
ter standard of living for Maine 
people, of overcoming our energy 
problems, of ensuring the health 
and well-being of our People”. 

Highlighting the Governor’s 
plans for Economic Development 
will be the establishment of the 
Maine Agricultural Development 
Act of 1980. This act will encou-
